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DETAILED ACTION 

Art Unit Designation 

The Group and/or Art Unit designated for this application has changed. Applicant(s) are 
hereby informed that future correspondence regarding this application should be directed to 
Group Art Unit 1631. 
Objection Br Draftsman 

Applicant(s) is (are) hereby notified that the required timing for correction of drawings 
has changed. See the last 6 lines on the sheet, which is attached, entitled "Attachment for PTO- 
948 (Rev. 03/01 or earlier)". Due to the above notification Applicant is required to submit 
drawing corrections with the time period set for responding to this Office action. Failure to 
respond to this requirement may result in abandonment of the instant application or a notice of a 
failure to fully respond to this Office action. 

Claims 1-4, and 6-9 are cancelled as set forth in Paper No. 6, filed 1 1/21/01. Amended 
claim 5 and added claims 35-40 are acknowledged. 

Applicants' arguments in Paper No. 6, filed 1 1/21/01, have been fully considered but they 
are not deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office 
actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or 
newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to the instant 
application. 

Claims herein under examination are claims 5 and 35-40. 
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Claims Rejected Under 35 U.S.C. § 112 1 st Paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. § 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 5 and 35-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 
Lack of Written Description 

Claim 5 and all claims dependent therefrom are rejected. Claim 5 is directed toward a 
method of using the atom coordinates of the crystal structure of NOVAMYL. There is no 
disclosure regarding any three-dimensional crystal structure other than an a-amylase having the 
three-dimensional structure of SEQ ID NO: 2. In response to the amendment to claim 5 
applicants have not provided the three-dimensional structure of SEQ ID NO: 1. Applicants have 
failed to sufficiently describe the claimed invention, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms 
that a skilled artisan would recognize applicants were in possession of the claimed invention. 
Lack of Enablement 

Claims 5 and 35-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for a method of constructing a variant of an a-amylase using 
the three-dimensional crystal parent structure of SEQ ID NO: 2, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for a method of constructing a variant of any a-amylase using any three-dimensional 
crystal structure of any a-amylase limited only by at least 70% sequence identity to SEQ ID NO: 
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1. In response to the amendment to claim 5: "modeling the parent alpha-amylase on the three- 
dimensional structure of SEQ ID NO: 1 ..." applicants disclosure fails to provide guidance to 
model the parent on the three-dimensional structure of SEQ ID NO: 1 . Guidance is only 
provided for SEQ ID NO: 2, as previously set forth in Paper No. 4. Therefore, the specification 
does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

Claims Rejected Under 35 U.S.C. 112 § 2 nd Paragraph 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5 and 35-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The rejection is necessitated by amendment in Paper No.6, 
filed 11/21/01. 
Vague and Indefinite 

Claim 5 (lines 2-3) and all claims dependent therefrom recites "amino acid sequence 
which is at least 70% identical to SEQ ID NO: 1". It is unclear whether applicants' refer to SEQ 
ID NO: 1 as an amino acid sequence or as a nucleic acid sequence as submitted in the sequence 
listing (refer to Numeric Identifier <212> DNA). Applicants' will need to clarify for it is 
unclear. 
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Necessitated By Amendment 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
